Boil four good sized mealy po- 


tatoes, press 
through

sieve. 


Scald in a saucepan ^one-half cup 
of milk and one tablespoon of but- 
ter, add to the potato with a little 
salt and pepper. Beat to a cream 
the yolks of four eggs; "add one 
.at a time, beating thoroughly; drop 
a pinch of salt into the whites and 
beat to a stiff froth. 
Add them to 


the mixture, beating as little- as 
possible. Have ready a well greas- 
ed baking dish large enough to per- 
mit the souffle- to rise without run- 
ning over. 
Bake twenty minutes 


in a brisk oven. Serve at once in 
the dish in which it was baked. 
Mashed potatoes left from dinner 
may be used instead of fresh ones 
say two cupfuls. 


Corn and Rice Muffins—Ppur two- 


thirds of a cupful of hot milk over 
one cupful of cooked rice and work 
with a fork to separate the grains 
add half a cupful of corn meal to 
the hot mixture, t\\o tablespoons 
bacon fat, half a teaspoon of sail 
and, one .tablespoon of brown sugar 
set aside -to cool. When the mix> 
ture is cool add half a cupful o:

FANCY IRONS. 


Maybe it never occurred to you to 


buy more than one kind of iron—or 
at'most three different s.izc-, still 
of the same shape of iron—but if 
you are a 
real artist of clean 


clothes, you will find three a rather 
limited "number, 
especially when 


you do fine, dainty lingerie work. 


You will find that besides your 


three varying in weight from three 
to seven pounds—you will need a 
*ma!l iron with a decided point call- 
ed a flouncing iron, and useful for 
little ruffles and narrow edging such 
as might be found on baby's clothes. 


And so many of our dresses have 


fluted trimminq- this year, that a 
fluting iron is almost essential to 
fine- laundering. These irons have 
two fluted surfaces, one fitting into 
tho other. 
The ruffle to be fluted 


is ironed smooth first, and then 
laid, a section at a time, between 
the heated surfaces of the fluting 
iron, where the flutes arc pressed 


For perfect sleeve work you will 


want one of the long, slender sleeve 
irons which noses its way well into 
tho shoulders and gathers of tho 
uleeve. 


Pufling irons are not absolutely 


necessary for ironing the puffs of 
today, but if you happen to already 
have one you will find it a great 
convenience " in 
smoothing small 


gathers, ironing baby's bonnet and 
Ihe like. They are egg-shaped, or 
with a rounded knot, over which 
the puff can be passed. 


Coffering irons ore rcissor-shaped 


instruments for adjusting the full- 
ness of frills and nifties, only. They 
plait or crump, instead of fluting 
the 
flounce. 
Of course .crimping 


can be dona with a common ii'on 
by setting 
the 
iron 
on Riid, and 


rtretching the ruffe to be crimped 
over the point 
of 
the 
iron, thus 


crimping a small part at a time. 
But it is ever so much quicker and 
more satisfactory to use one of the 
irons specially 
designed for 
this 


purpose. They look something like 
a curling 
iron, and 
their length 


should vary for the different width 
of the frills. 


Polishing irons are useful, chun- 


ky, little irons that very often have 
a corrugated surface, to give more 
friction than a smooth one. They 
are for polishing men's shirt fronts, 
collars anc! cuffs.

He offered amendments in the Senate 


to soften some of the evils of the bill, and 
practically all of them were voted down 
by the Old Guard. But Lenroot contin- 
ued to attack the bill and-his assaults 
have been reported in The Milwaukee 
Sentinel and other reactionary newspa- 
pers of the state as giant strokes' in the 
interests of the people. 


The senator over-shot the mark a bit 


on June 5, when he declared in unequivo- 
cal terms that he would vote against the 
tariff bill if the'rates were too high. 


Referring to the almond and walnut 


duties then under discussion, he said: 


"IF SUCH RATES AS THIS ABE TO 


BE VOTED INTO THIS BILL TO ANY 
CONSIDERABLE EXTENT, I WANT 
TO SAY VERY FRANKLY THAT I 
SHALL NOT SUPPORT THE BILL 
WHEN IT COMES TO FINAL PAS- 
SAGE." 


Confectioners all over Wisconsin had 


protested against the exorbitant rates on 
these products, but the Old Guard voted 
them into the bill and Senator Lenroot 
voted for them Saturday when he added 
his assent to the final passage of the 
Senate measure. 


The Old Guard voted down nearly 


every amendment offered by Lenroot 
and adopted grossly excessive rates on 
cotton, wool, sugar and other common 
.•lecessaries of life. 


Only last week, the junior senator 


again declared his intention .to vote 
against the bill if the evils he criticised 
were not cured. In advocating a reduc- 
tion in the rates on cutlery, he declared: 


"I WANT TO SAY VERY FRANKLY 


THAT I AM NOT WILLING TO VOTE 
FOR ANY DUTY THAT REQUIRES 
400 PER CENT TO EQUALIZE THE 
COST OF PRODUCTION AT HOME 
AND ABROAD." 


Yet the senate voted a duty of 435 per 


cent on certain articles of cutlery to 
which Lenroot had objected and the Wis- 
consin senator voted for that duty Sat- 
urday when he voted for the bill. 


This is "sane progressiveism" with a 


vengeance. 


It is well recognized in Washington as 


well as in Wisconsin that there are two 
general types of men in the House and 
the Senate. One type, of which Senator 
Robert M. La Foliette is a conspicuous 
example, takes a consistent stand on 
principle, attacks in the open or defends 
his position on every front, and "goes 
through" to the end without flinching. 
The other type, of which Irvine L. Len- 
root is K shining exponent, picks out a 
technicality here and there, shifts his 
ground with each wind that blows, and 
rather than pursue a straight course, re- 
gardless of'consequences, takes the easi- 
est way and justifies himself with any 
opportunist argument that is handy.

,-ophistry in the closing hours of the 
Newberry debate when he set up the ar- 
gument that while Newberry had' spent 
$195,000 in violation of law, the expendi- 
ture had hurt him rather than helped 
him, had not affected the result, and 
iherefore his seat could not be declared 
vacant! 


Lenroot has concocted another alibi for 


his vote for the McCumber tariff bill. 
The rates in the bill are indefensible in 
their present form, he admits, but the 
power to adjust rates on an "elastic" 
basis vested in the president, will give 
the executive an opportunity, Lenroot in- 
sists, to purge the law of fraud upon the 
people! This provisions-declared by the 
ablest lawyers in the Senate to be fla- 
grantly unconstitutional—is to Senator 
Lenroot the "saving grace" of the tariff 
bill.

"OUTSIDE WORLD'S TRADE DEBT TO U. S. 


IS EXAGGERATED," DECLARES 


HARVARD EXPERT 


Writing in the current number of the Journal 


of the American Bankers' Association, Dr. John 
H. Williams of Harvard University, reaches the 
conclusion that the unpaid and over-due indebt- 
edness owed by the outside world to the Amer- 
ican market has been greatly exaggerated in 
current estimates. 
Some of those estimates 


have been as large a sum as $5,000,000,000. As 
a result of thorough investigation, Dr. Williams 
holds that the actual indebtedness of this kind 
cannot exceed $1,000,000,000,-and that even this 
sum is mostly offset by Americ. n purchases of 
the securities of other countries. 


"The American exporter today needs to be 


convinced that foreign buyers can pay fo.- what 
they buy," says Dr. Williams. "So long as the 
statement continues to be repeated that the 
world owes us an unfunded debt of $3,000,000,- 
000 to $5,000,000,000 our exporters will continue 
to hesitate about pushing their foreign sales. 
The writer has been for some time convinced 
that the current short-term indebtedness of the 
world to this country, representing unpaid over- 
due accounts of foreigners which are c.-rried by 
our bankers and exporters, is much smaller 
than has, baen frequently stated. 
It appears 


certain that the amount does rot exceed a bil- 
lion dollars, and in all probability is consider- 
ably bss. If this is the case the existence of 
such an unfunded balance ought not to con- 
stitute a serious obtacle to the promotion of 
foreign trade. 


"An investigation was bas;d on a question- 


naire distributed to forty-one leadin : banks and 
financial houses-of our imports and securities 
since the armiotice. This inquiry showed that, 
.in addition to the foreign securities issued in 
'this country, accurate data on which are reg- 
ularly published/ we imported in the three1 years 
1919-1921, $020,000,000 of foreign stocks and 
bonds which " 
-3 been issued-abroad,.and $489,- 


000,000 of American securities formerly held 
abroad. 
The combined import of these two 


sorts of securities, $1,109,000,000,- was about 
two-thirds as much ;.s the new issues of foreign 
securities'floated on this sidedn'the sarre three 
years ($1,607,000,000), but ex'-ec'ded the net 
amount of such flotation after subtracting ma- 
turing issues ($1,341,000,000) by $70^,000,000; 
This huge inflow of securities, much larger than 
had commonly been supposed, would serve to 
pay off a considerable .part of our b-lance of 
nr^chandise exports and reduce considerably 
the supposed uncovered balance.
